DEATH OF HON, ¥. MASON. 

The last advices from Europe bring intelli- 
geace of the death of Hon. John Y. Mason, 
U.S. Minister to the Court of France. We 


are without particulars beyond the fact that 
his disease was apoplexy, and that he died on 
on the 3d inst. Sometwo years ago Mr. Ma- 
son had an attack of the same disease, from 
the effects of which, we believe, he never 
wholly recovered. He was appointed to the 
post in which he died, by President Pierce, in 
1853. It has been said at Washington that 
he would be recalled after the adjournment of 
the next session of Congress, and his place 
given to James Gordon Bennett. The Presi- 
dent will now have an opportunity of reward- 
ing his bosom friend and the chief supporter of 
his admistration, at an earlier day.

His career in Kansas is too well 
known to need to be repeated here. His

Aaron Roberts, a colored man from Philadel- 
phia, is now in this city with the model of anew 
machine for extinguishieg fires. By this ma- 
chine, water can be easily forced into the fourth 
story of a building, without the least danger to 
the persons operating the machine from the fall- 
ing walls, or the intense heat of the fire. The 
machine resembles a telescope in seetions, set 
vertically on a truck with four wheels. With a 
crank, the sections are thrust out like drawing 
out @ telescope, and can thus be carried to an 
elevation of 50 or 60 feet. On the top or inside 
section is a discharge pipe, working by an uni- 
versal point, and regulated by ropes or chains 
in the hands of persons at a safe distance. |The 
machine is filled and water forced out by means 
of hose attached to its base, connected with an 
ordinary engine or fire plug. A wire basket 
can be easily attached to the top section and run 
up to the window of a burning building, offering 
a means of escape to inmates, when other ave- 
nues and means are cut off, and thus safely low- 
ered to the ground. Mr. Roberts has testimo- 
nials of the value of his in vention from the City 
Council Fire Committees of Philadelphia, Cin- 
cinnati, and other cities, and also recommenda. 
tions from many newspapers of New York, 
Philadelphia, &c. From the examination we 
have been enabled to give the worfing model, 
we are inclined to the opinion that it is an in- 
vention which ought to commend itself to the 
public. Wehope our citizens will look at Rob- 
erts’ invention, and if found worthy, the invent- 
or willgreceive that aid and encouragement 
which he deserves and needs. 

By the ruling of the Patent Office, under the 
decision of Justice Taney, Mr. Roberts being a 
colored man, and therefore having no rights 
which a white man is bound to respect, can- 
not obtain a patent for his invention. It is 
therefore necessary to enlist some white man in 


his enterprise that a patent may be secured.
